The Tribune subsequently paid $600 to a 
sea captain, whose nume it erroneously an- 
nounced in connection with the slave trade, 
and in this way was victimized through 
the courts. Such a statement would be 
considered u privileged one coming in with 
the general intelligence of the day, and if 
fulse, to be subsequently corrected. The 
Sun, which at that time was in the hands 
of Moses Y. Beach, laid itself open about 
—— same time to a similar suit, but in a 

peculiar manner. Beach owned the 
but iluing, corner of Fulton and Nassau 
streets, in which his paper was issued, and, 
let out a number of offices up stairs. One 
of these was tenanted by a lawyer, Epic- 
tetus C. Gray. bv name, who failed to pay 
his rent. Beach advertised the claim tor 
sale, and Gray not only sued him for libel. 
but recovered $500. This injustice seems 
hardly credible, and yet such was the law 
of libel only a tew years ago. The 
heaviest damages ever found on a 
libel suit were those obtained by 
Eko mund Fry in an action — ad James 
Gordon Bennett. but the latter, legul 
trickery aveided the payment. mund 
Fry was brother of William H. Fry, one of 
the editors of the Tribune at that time. 
Both of these men possessed fine musical 
tuste. and the latter had this department 
under his criticism in the above-mentioned 
journel. 
Opera, and labored ardiously to sustain it. 
Ha tasurged the displeasure of the Herald 
for two reasons. One was that his brother 
was employed on the Tribune, the other 
was his refusal to pay black-mail. The re- 
sult was, that Bennett commenced a series 
ot Venomous attacks upon the man. and 
also upon his exhibitions. So determined 
was this malignity that it reached from the 
Manager to his performers, Every one ot 
Mr. Fry's troupe was assailed in the most 
abusive minner, and the only way in 
which they could escape was to aban- 
don their employer. The result of this 
infamous persocution was to utterly 
aralyze the manager and finally to ruin 

im. These things were clearly prov- 
en. and the result was a verdiet of 
840.000 in favor of the plaintiff. Bennett. 
with his usual tactics, appealed the suit 
and so prolonged the litigation, that it ex- 
hauasied both the plaintiff 8 time and money 
and at lust. in « new trial, he failed to make 
outacase. Bennett has also been indicted 
for libel twice. The first time he narrow] 
escuped a sentence to Biackweil's Island. 
by no doubt the free uss of money; the second 
time the indictment was, by means of pe- 
culiar manazement quashed. and ot course 
the culprit esvaped. Bennett, no doubt. 
owes this success to his attorney, the as- 
tute Benjamin Galbraith, who is one of the 
cunning practitioners in the city. He hus 

uid Galbraith large sums, and has found
